such a person will be necessary.

19. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily health 
and free from any physical defect, likely to interforc with 
the discharge ot his duties as an officer ot the service. A 
candidate who (after such physical examination as Govern- 
ment tnyv prescribe) is found not to satisfy those require- 
ments will not he appointed. Onlv candidates who arc 
likely to be considoied for appointment, will be physically 
examined, 

Noth. —In order to prevent disappointment candidates are advised 
to have themselves examined by a Government medical offioer of tho 
standing of a Civil Surgeon, before applying for admission to the eiuc 
mlnation, Particulars of the nature of the physical test to which 
candidates will he submitted before appointment and of the Standards 
required can bo had from the Commission. 

20. (a) Appointments shall bo made on probation for a 
pm lod ol two years. 

(b) A probationer during bis probationary period may be 
required to pm,s such departmental and language tests an 
Government may prescribe. 

(e) If, in the opinion of Government, tho work or conduct 
of an officer on probation is unsatisfactory or shows that 
he is unlikely to beconi : efficient oi If the probationei fails 
to pass the departmental or language tests during the 
period. Government muv discharge him after apprising him 
ot the grounds on which it is proposed to do so and giving 
him un opportunity to show e.uiHe in writing before such 
orders aie passed. 

(d) On the conclusion ol the peiiod of probation Govern 
ment may confitm Un. officer in bis appointment, or, if hte'j 
work or conduct has m the opinioti of Government been 
unsatisfactory, Government may either discharge hiin after 
apprising him of the gtounds on which it is proposed to do 
so and giving him an opportunity to show cause in writing 
before Mich orders are passed or may extend the period of 
probation tor such further periods as Government, may 
consider fit. 

(e) A pioliutimur shall have no right ot appeal against 
tlie ordei s of his disclnuge if lie lias been given an opportu- 
nity to show cause against the discharge and bin reply duly 
considered as required under (c) and (d) above.
